2. Insert two "AAA" batteries ( 1.5V) with the positive (+) and negative (-) ends facing 
in the direction Indicated Inside the compartment. Replace the battery compartment 
door and screw, (see Fig. 1) 

3. Push the button on the gas tank once for cool lights; push it again for stylin' 'vroom- 
vroom' sounds! (see Fig.2)
